The thrilling experience of the old 


Lordsburg mountaineer, J. B. Camp, 


( who.was besieged by four enormous 
' mountains in his cabin at 
Brown's 


j Flat, nor%th of that Dunkard settle- 
ment', on Saturday and Sunday last, 
as told in the Los Angeles Times of 
Wednesday, brought vividly to the 
recollection of the writer the blood 
curdling adventures of the late Uncle 
Ari Hopper with an old grizzly she 
bear in the Black Mountain near San 
Jose, in the early summer of 1869. 


Scores of bears had fallen victims to 


the deadly aim of this bluff old pio- 
neer and hunter during his life time 
yet an involuntary shudder escaped 
him as he related the following story 
to the writer at his Covina home a few 
months after celebrating his golden 
wedding, before he met his untiiffely 
death several years ago by accidentally 
shooting himself in the stomach while 
hunting rabbits in the wash just south 
of Covina. 


"I had been for many years con- 


sidered a daring and successful bear 
hunter, but one morning in the month 
of May, 1869, I had" all the conceit 
completely knocked nut of me v.'hcn 
I run up against the vicious old she i 
bear that made her home at Black 
Mountain, about thirty miles north- 
east of San Jose. 
This old grizzly 


was the largest and most dang-erous 
she bear I ever heard of in the coast 
range and it was she who came so 
near getting Mose Wihiams on this 
mountain several years before I made 
her acquaintance. At the time I speak 
of I and several of my friends were 


in 
her 
endeavors to reach me.

j thought of Susan ar.d tile kids at home 
and wondered how they would 
feel 


when they learned that I had been 
torn to pieces by a bear. 
Then I 


thought of my companions down at 
camp and in order that they might 
know where to find my mangled re- 
mains, 
I 
shouted 
as 
loud 
as 


I could." 
The yell must have been 


similar to the roar of Niagare, for at 
seventy Uncle Ari possessed a pair of 
India rubber lungs and a voice like a 
fog horn, and he could let out a yell 
that would have made a Comanche 
Indian ashamed of himself. 
"When 


I let that blast from my lungs, that 
went reverberating up and down the 
deep canyon for many miles, it so 
frightened the old bear that she back- 
ed down the tree in a hurry and put in 
her best licks to reach the chimisel. 
I tell you my boy, that was the closest 
call that I ever had, and I only escap- 
ed death by the skin of my teeth."

ly the Duke of Clarence, gnve the latter nnmo to his favorite conveyance. 


The popular hansom derives Its name from Its Introducer, Mr. Hnnscn; 


nnd the tilbury, at one time n very fashionable two-wheeled vehicle, was 
called from n sporting gentleman of tho name mi mo. 


Landau, n city In Germany, was the locality In which wns first made tho 


stylo of vehicle bearing that nnmo. 


Sulky, as applied to n wheeled conveyance, had Its origin In tho fact 


that when It flrtt appeared the person who snw It considered that none but 
a sulky, selfish person 'would ride In such nn affair, which afforded accommo- 
dation to but one Individual. The strange title wns never changed. 


Coupo Is French In orjgln, being derived from the verb coupor (ooopay), 


to cut. This wns considered nn appropriate designation because It greatly 
resembled n coach with tho front part cut off. 


The old-fiiKhioned gig wns given that nnmo from Its peculiar jumping and 


rocking motion, the word being from the French glgue, signifying jig, or a 
lively dance.

N his usunl habit tho English sparrow, aa we call him, or house sparrow, 
as we ought to call him, elects to stay close to human habitations. Yet 
the fact that he has spread over almost the whole country seems to 
prove that he migrates, for how otherwise could he have extended his 
field from this town, where he was introduced by Col. Proctor back In 


the OOs, to California, Canada and Florida? A hunter who was traveling^ 
through the Maine woods last summer came upon a lonely house In the 
middle of the great wilderness that still eovprs the northern half of the 
state. It was sixty miles to the nearest settlement, 'and that was not much 
of a settlement, either. 
Yet the first sound heard as he approached the 


place was the rasping chirp of a house sparrow. 
Xow this little dlvvle, as 


we commonly regard him, must have crossed sixty miles of dense forest, 
and In all that distance he did not set- one of the human beings of whoM 
society he appears sc fond. 
The hunter shot him on general principles. 


This Instance Is not singular. There are In various parts of the country 


isolated hamlets, unconnected with the rest of the world by railroads, nor 
evcu with good roads. They arc seldom visited; they do nut advertise their 
presence by the smoke of Industries; yet the sparrows find them out, and 
ns you enter you hoar the racket of hundreds of these little gray backs. 
They stay after they have come in too, nnd you hear loss of the robins and 
orioles afterward. 
Yet, after all, we probably do an Injustice to thin bird. 


If we hear less of the song birds It Is because the women wear them on tholr 
hats, and thereby persuade the gunners to destroy them. In some district* 
they have been wholly „exterminated; In others they have been made shy 
and hasten away from the sight of men. 
The "sparrow, on the contrary, 


is fearless; be has not been hunted Tor what a government official calle tho 
"foliage," and he nests and roosts under our window ledges and over our 
doors. Probably we may as well resign ourselves to him, and, after all, 
he la better than no birds at alL 
«« 


There Is scarcely Any meat af'jUlNra them, yet we hear of bouse spar- 


rows served In Manhattan restaurants as quail, reed birds, almost any 
other thlug that you like to call for. If this country should ever suffer from 
a famine—as It never will so long as we keep out schools open, for famines 
occur only where there la dirt. Ignorance, laziness, Intemperance and all 
that goes with illiteracy and a degraded condition of the populace—wo 
shall have sparrows enough to eat for several weeks.—Brooklyn Eagle.

One of the moat recent applications 


Bf chrono photography—by which la 
tnennt photography applied by means 
of a series of short and rapid exposures 
to the representation of moving objects 
in successive positions—has been de-

•wtmmlng motions of fish. A rayfish 
was chosen ns the subject of Investiga- 
tion, and the successive photographs 
were taken at Intervals of one-tenth 
of a second. They show completely 
the movement of the flns and present 
• similarity to the photographs that 
have been obtained of the motions of 
the wings of a flying bird.
